CATHOLICS TO HELP 

Special Collection To Be Taken For 
K. of C. War Fund For the Benefit 
of Men In Service of 
Uncle Sun. 

Pursuant to the request of the Na- 
tional Catholic War Council at a con- 
ference held at Washington, D. C, 
some time ago Ht. Rev. Bishop Brosg- 
sart of Covington, Kentucky, has di- 
rected that a colletclon be taken up in 
the various churches of his diocese on 
next Sunday, November 18th, 1917, for 
the benefit of the Knights of Colum- 
bus War Fund, which is expended for 
the benefit of the men in the service. 

Both the Y. M. C. A. and the K. of 
C. furnish recreation centers for all 
regardless of creed. The religious 
needs of the non-catholics are sup 
plied by the Y. M. C. A, those of the 
catholics, comprising about 40'/< of 
the men In the service, by the K. of 
('. The buildings of both organlza 
lions are opened to all soldiers at all 
times regardless of creed or class. 
The Knights of Columbus must ren- 
der this help over seas ns well aB at 
home, and in addition have been ask- 
ed to lend support to the American 
Red Cross In special work. 

For this purpose there will be re 
quired a fund of $3,000,000 to $5,000, 
000. The members of the K. of C. hav 
Ing heretofore contributed more than 
$1.1(00,000. The generosity of the pco 
pic generally must be relied upon for 
this fund, and appeal is mudc alike 
to the catholic and non-catholic to 
contribute liberally to this purpose 
Which is expended without ditoriml 
nation to all the men in the service. 

There is absolutely no expense 
connected with the bundling of this 
fund, no paid agents, no commissions. 
Any sum contributed to this fund 
goes directly, without deducation or 
expense, to the purpose for which it 
is given. The collections being made 
through the various churches In 
volves no expense and the general 
administration of the fund is under 
the officers and clerical staff of the 
Knights of Columbus, and not 
charged against this fund. Their 
bonded officers are held respsonsible, 
and their books will be open at all 
times for inspection, and a complete 
public account rendered of all re- 
ceipts and expenditures. 

As 40S of the men in the service 
are catholics, a much larger percent- 
age than the pro rata catholic popu- 
lation, and as they are fighting for 
our common country, it is felt there 
Is no impropriety in asking non- 
catholics to contribute generously to 
this subject. 

This movement has the approval of 
the Catholic hierarchy, National Cath- 
olic War Council, President Wilson, 
ex-Presldenta Taft and Roosevelt, 
Secretary Baker, ex-Secretary Bryan, 
and others prominent In Church and 
State. 

The above collection will be taken 
up at St. Patrick's Church next Sun- 
day. Any contribution may be hand- 
ed In at the Pastoral residence before 
or following that date, until the fund 
is transmitted to the proper Diocesan 
officers. There will be no personal 
canvassing. A list of the contribu- 
tors will be published later.

BODY OF EDWARD STEWART 

Which «s Buried Here Tuesday, Will 
Be Exhumed— Investigation Being 
Into Mistreatment of 
Longview Hospital 



Talea of horrible mlatreatment of 
the patients at Longview Hospital, 
Cincinnati, has caused a grand Jury 
Investigation. Tho investigation was 
started after relatives of paticntB who 
had died at the hospital had found 
bruises and marks on the bodies and 
leported the matter to Judge Alfred 
K. Nlppert. Former patients have al- 
so testified that they were badly 
handled while at the Institution. 

One of the witnesses heard Wed- 
nesday was Charles W. Stewart, Kll- 
duff, Iowa. Stewart was at Mays- 
wile. Ky., attending the funertl of his 
brother, Edward Stewart, when he 
saw an account of the Longview Hos 
pltal Investigation In The Enquirer. 

Edward Stewart, 45 years old, for- 
mer resident of Maysville, was com- 
mitted to Longview November 1. He 
died at that institution November 7. 
I .mm view Hospital physicians who 
signed the death certificate attribut- 
ed death to paresis. 

According to Charles W. Stewart 
when the body reached Maysville, the 
skull was fractured; there was a cut 
in the back of the head and one on 
the forehead. Coroner Bauer will ar- 
range to have this body exhumed and 
an examination made at Maysville, 
where ot was buried Tuesday. 

John Hodapp, undertaker, who for- 
warded the body of Stewart to Mays- 
ville, said yesterday, he noticed an 
abrasion on the forehead when he 
was prepnring tbe body for burial. He 
said be called attention of relatives to 
this injury and then treated it so 
that it was not conspicuous. 

llodapp said be did not believe the 
man's skull was fractured. 

In Probate Court Stewart was reg 
Istered as a cigar maker. He had 
been a patient at the General Mos 
pltal, where records say he was suf- 
fering from alcoholic dementia. He 
told General Hospital physicians he 
hnd no friends.

MORE SCHOOL DAYS A BENEFIT 

The discussion ul' tlic value of nil-year-round schools iih u war 
measure continues. It is interesting to learn what is thought of the 
system in a city where the 12-month school year has ceased to be a 
novelty and where it was adopted as a needed and helpful peac 
measure. Two years ago the schools of Mason City, la., divided th 
year into four 12-week periods with promotions at the end of every 
quarter. This system extended from the kindergarten to the close ol 
high school. Naturally it necessitated a rearrangement of study 
schedules, changing some of the half-year courses to 12-week, and 
some to 24-week courses. 

The superintendent of the Mason City High School explained in 
a regent interview what have been shown to be some of the advant- 
ages of the system. In the first place it has*kept a $1,000,000 invest- 
ment working straight through the year instead of letting it lie idle 
for three months. It has enabled children who have to leave school 
and get to work as soon as they are old enough, to go farther with 
their formal education than they could under the old regime. Man) 
of them who would not have gone beyond the grades got in two years 
of high school work, and others finished the four years. They were 
better fitted for earning their own living than they would have been 
with less schooling. It enabled other students who were accustomed 
to working through vacations to choose the three months in which 
they could get the most lucrative employment. Teachers were glad 
to have their profession raised above rank of a seasonal occupation, 
and to be able to choose their own vacation periods. 

From the educational side there was an interesting fact noted. 
The pupils themselves did better work in the nine months following 
a summer session than they had done in the preceding nine months 
that had followed a summer recess. And their health didn't sutler 
from all-year-round work, either. 




"WAR BREAD" 

It is widely rumored that the administration is contemplating 
drastic supervision of the baking industry. Within a month, says oik 
report, President Wilson will issue a proclamation placing all bak 
ers under license and forbidding the baking of any but "war bread," 
under a formula to be famished by the government. There will be 
established compulsory standards of finality, weight and price. 

This will be a radical measure, perhaps the most radical yet in. 
augurated in an era of unprecedented federal regulation. But tin 
administration may rest assured that if it is necessary, as it appear* 
to be, there will be no opposition from any public-spirited Ameri- 
can. 

The bakers and the public have been asked to adopt voluntarily 
measures designed to save 20 per cent or so of our flour for the ust 
of our allies, and make bread cheaper for the American consume] 
without making it any less wholesome. If the bakers refuse to ehang 
their formula and standardize the weight and price of loaves, and 
if the public neglects to make an imperative demand for such changes 
there is nothing left but for the food administration to step in am 
dictate the requisite reform. The sooner it comes, the better.

CHEAP THANKSGIVING: 
TURKEYS PROMISED 

Cold Storage Operators Must Sell 
Storage Turkeys By Thanksgiv- 
ing—At Conference With Op- 
erators In New York W. 
I . Priebe Tells Views 
of Food Adminis- 
tration. 




New York, November 12 — At the 
Hotel .\stor last night there was a 
conference between W. P. Priebe, 
representing* the poultry and egg de- 
partment of the Food Administration 
and members of the poultry distribut- 
ers. It was thr most important meet- 
ing of the season. 

Frozen poultry stored in the last 
months of 1916 must be sold this win- 
ter. Owners of It cannot carry It 
over beyon dthe time when the pack- 
ing of fresh poultry ordinarily be- 
gins. This is brought out clearly in 
an opinion by the legal department 
of the Food Administration as quoted 
by W. F. Priebe, in charge of the 
poultry and egg division of the ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Priebe said that he had re- 
quested the conference to make plain 
just the intention of the Food Admin- 
istration. In addressing the meeting, 
Mr. Pribe said, "You ask my opinion 
as to whether it would be legal un- 
der the Food Control Act of AuguBt 
10, 1917, to carry poultry stored in 
the months of 1916 over the present 
winter until the summe rof 1918. In 
my opinion, any attempt to carry over 
this poultry beyond the time when 
the packing of fresh poultry ordin 
arily begins Is a clear violation of the 
Act." 

The pouftry stored last year was 
more than normal and over 30 per 
cent still left in the coolers. No one 
who stored it then expected to carry 
it over into 1918. The distributers 
because of high prices failed to sell 
the normal amount of poultry. There 
was at present he said over 40,000,000 
pounds of frozen poultry in tne ireez- 
ers of which 6,000,000 pounds were 
turkeys, lie impressed upon those 
present that the Food Department 
was not responsible for the law, that 
it had been passed by Congress, and 
it was the duty of the Food Adminis- 
tration to enforce It. 

The law specified no time In which 
poultry can be held, but the legal de- 
partment has said that all owners o. 
y poultry store din 19H and th* Win- 
ter cf 1917 would violate the law it 
they carried It Into next year. He 
said there was one-third of ail the 
turkeys that were stored at a high 
price still in the freezers and it was 
the intention of the Food Admlnis 
tratlon to force these turkeys Into 
by Thankaglvtag. 
In view of the approach of the 
Thunksglvlng market for turgeys anti 
other poultry, the Food Administra 
tion suggests that owners and dis- 
tributors adjust their prices on frozen 
poultry so that the product will move 
into channala of consumption at 
once. If th|s ts done It Is thought 
the greater part of the turkeys will 
move for the Thanksgiving require- 
ments.

poultry should be pushed into con- 
sumption said that the Food Admin- 
istration looked at it much as a 
housew'ife would who on going into 
her pontry, found that she had a 
largo supply of some perishable line 
food that unless consumed would de- 
preciate. She at once begins to con- 
sume that line of food, and in that 
way gets rid of it, no matter what it 
cost The Food Administration 
thought that the held poultry should 
go into consumption, irrespective of 
cost to make room for fresh killed 
stock.— The Produce News.

BOAT OWNERS NEXT 

Owners of motor boats, yachts, sail- 
ing boats and other pleasure craft 
are ordered to make returns Immedi- 
ately to United States Internal Rev- 
enue Collector William Lindsay un- 
der the provisions of the new war 
revenue act, imposing a tax of $r. a 
year and upward. 

Under the provisions of the law all 
motor boats with fixed engines weigh- 
ing less than five net tons are sub- 
ject to a tax of $5 a year. For yachts 
pleasure boats, power boats and sail- 
ing boats of more than five tons and 
not used exclusively for trade, a 
graduated tax per lineal foot meas- 
urement is imposed, at the following 
rate: Length not over 60 feet, 50 
centB for each foot ; length over 50 
feet and not more than 100 feet, $1 
for each foot; length over 100 feet, 
$2 for each foot. 

This tax became effective on Octo- 
ber 3, 1917, and must be paid with- 
out delay. 

For the period terminating June 30, 
1918, three fourths of the above rates 
will apply. 

Blanks on which to prepare reports 
will be ready for distribution in a 
short time, and application for the 
same should be made of William 
Lindsay, Collector Internal Revenue. 

Penalty provided for failure to pay 
the tax is a Tine of $1,000 or impris- 
onment for not more than one year, 
as well as an additional penalty of 
double the tax evaded.

To Kentucky (talc*. 

That war-timo prices for tobacco 

will prevail during the coming year 
is unite evident from the report of 
leaf tobacco sales for the state of 
Kentucky during the month of Octo- 
ber. Considerable Interest centers In 
the sale of 1,485 pounds of new, 1917 
crop, burley tobacco at an average of 
$17.34 per 100 pounds. Although but 
little more In quantity than that com 
tulned in a goodslsed hogshead of to- 
bucco, the October sale establishes 
something of a precedent for new 
burley and Indicates the high trend of 
prices which seem certain to prevail 
throughout the year. The average for 
the tobacco hold for growers was 
$18.86 per 100 pounds, the highest In 
many years. Cincinnati tobacco men, 
however, say that It is only a fore- 
runner of the higher prices which 
will be paid. 

The total quantity of old crop to- 
bacco sold in Kentucky during the 
month of October was 146,950 pounds, 
which brought an average price of 
$16.35 per 100 pounds, representing 
a grand total value of $28,211.37. Of 
this quantity 108,630 pounds was bur- 
ley, which sold at an average of 
$20.63 per 100 pounds; 15,760 pounds, 
one-sucker, at an average of $13 per 
100 pounds, and 22,670 pounds of 
Green River, at an average of $16.35 
per 100 pounds. 

BOYS' WORK PROGRESSING 

Mr. Alex Casey, County Chairman 
for Boys' work In the Y. M. C. A., con- 
tinued his successful work in the 
county schools yesterday, accompan- 
ied by Rev. Locke White. He visited 
the Washington and Maysllck Schools. 
Six clubs were organized in the 
Washington School and seven in the 
Maysllck School, each club to raise 
$10 for the Y. M. C. A. work. Not a 
single room in either Bchool failed to 
respond. 

The canvassers report that the 
most interesting feature of the work 
was the eagerness of the girls to have 
a part in the work. In some cases 
the boys showed their characteristic 
pride in their own ability and refused 
to let the opposite sex have member- 
ship in their clubs, whereupon the 
girls promptly organized clubs of 
their own. The only 100% room 
visited was the High School room at 
Washington. The most enthusiastic 
room visited was the third grade at 
the Maysllck School.
